1, A total of 39,500 Chinese reside in North Korea¥ They are dispersed through 
the provinces in the following numbers: 


Pyonmyang 8,000 Chakang 4,500 
South Pyongan 7,000 South Hamgyong 4,000 
Worth Pyongan 6,000 North Hamgyong 5,000 
Hwanghae 3,000 Kangwon 2,000 


2. About thirty percent are engaged in vegetable farming, tuenty percent operate 
restaurats or bakeries, fifteen percent are merchaits, twenty percent are 
laborers, and the renaining fifteen percent pursue a variety of callings. 

The farmers have had some difficulty because of the limitation of size of 
farms since the land reform. Restaurants run by Chinese, on the other hand, 
are not subject to the restrictions which the government maintains over 
Serean esbablishnents, but they are highly taxed.
